Applicant has argued that there is no motivation to combine Liu and Schmitt. It is 
not persuasive. As has been stated in the office action, Schmitt is relied on only to show 
the well-known features such as dual frequency capacitively coupled plasma reactor 
including an upper showerhead electrode and a bottom electrode as claimed Hence, it 
would have been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the well- 
known feature such as dual frequency as disclosed by Schmitt in the process of Liu in 
order to separately control the upper electrode and lower (bottom) electrode. The 
examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or 
modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is 
some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references 
themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 , 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 
F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, it is in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art because it is notoriously well-known 
feature in the art. Furthermore, the apparatus limitations do not have weight in 
process claim, unless they affect the process in a manipulative sense.
